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This is a decision on the petition filed June 14, 2005, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §L137(b)^ to revive 
the above-identified application. 

A final Office action was mailed on August 12, 2004, which set a shortened statutory period for 
reply of three (3) months. On February 16, 2005, a Notice of Appeal was filed, along with a 
three-month extension of time.
